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Dear Resident, 

The County Council has confirmed its spending programmes fcr the 
years 87/88 and 88/89, both Capital Programme and Development of 
Services. Locally they include Capital Expenditure on a 3 classroom 
extension to the Primary School Bar Hill plus the provision of 2 
Permanent Library. The 3rd year of the Medium Term Plan for 90/91 
will be agreed at the next Full County Council Meeting in November. 

- The Government have announced its Block Grant to Local Author- 
ities for 87/88, this has been set nationally at £12.9 billion an 
increase of £1.14 billion over 86/87 and will cover around 46% of 
Local Authority allowable expenditure. The amount individual Autnor- 
ities including Cambs. will receive will be announced in late Autumn. 

There will be a public mé@eting at SwaveseyV.C. on Sept 12th at 
7.30pm to discuss the County Council's Structure Plan and its effect 
on this area including the proposed new settlement near Swavesey. 

IT am pleased to have been re-appointed by the County Council to 
continue representing them on The Iianpower Services Commission's Area 
Manpower Boara for Cambridgeshire and Bedfordshire. 

PAYING FOR LOCAL GOVERNMENT - BLOCK GRANTS TO LOCAL AUTHORITIES 

The exsiting grant arrangements are not only extraordinarily complex 
but fail to provide proper accountability. The system must therefore 
be made simpler, and the local taxpayers must not be prevented from 
seeing a direct and understandable link between the Authorities 
spending and their Rates bill. 

A NEW TWO PART STRUCTURE IS PROPSED CONMPRISING:-~ 

a) A needs grant to compensate Authorities who need to spend more than 
they can be expected to raise locally to provide services of a coumon 
standard and b) A standard grant to reduce local tax bills in each 
area vy a standard amount. BOTH GRANTS WOULD BE FIXED IN CASH IN ADV.

SPORT AND LSISURE CSUPRS OPEN EETING 1TH SEPTEMBER 


The Sport and Leisure Centre Committee are to give a presentation on the 
19th of September at 8pm in the Yillace Hall. All residents are welcome to 
attend. “elow is a bricf outline of the committees work and acnievments so 
fas. 


Ynen conducting a door to door canvas of tne village, the committee 
received an overwhelming response of dissatisfaction with the leisure 
amenities presently available in Bar Hill and surrounding district. Many 
suggestions were offered regarding the sport and leisure activities which 
should be catered for and the majority are included in subsequent plans. 

What is certain to be a major dissapointment is that building a swimming 
pool has to be deferred. It was concluded that the prohiditive cost demands 
a swimming pool and more adventurous facilities are built only when a sports 
hail is capable of financially supporting wnat is likely to be a loss making, 
though highly desirable feature. 


Furthermore, the cost of building a hail catering for all the desired 
functions is also too nigh to fund in one project. Reluctantly therefore, the 
conmittee nave decided to plan building the entire complex in 3 phases. Tne 
following drawings cover phases 1 and 2 only. An area to the North of and 
adjoining the proposed complex is planned for the construction of a swinming 
pool when finance and planning permission allows. 


The cost of oduilcing paases 1 and 2 is estimated to be Esxo, 000. it is 
anticipated that the capital building cost will be financed by: 


a. Capital Grant from the South Cambricgeshire District Council, 
b. Capital Grant from the Sports Council Eastern Region, 

ec. Parish Council Rates support, 

d. Local fund raising events. 

e. Donations. 


A District Council grant is being applied for and will be discussed at the 
General Purposes Committee meetings in July, September 36 2nd March 87. 
Representations to the Parish Council are being made to assist with the capital 
building cost. Local fund raising is veing undertaken enthusiastically by a 
sub-group of the committee and by individuals, details of which will be 
available at the open meeting. Assistance from companies to date is restricted 
to an offer to glaze the new complex at "considerably reduced cost" by ANGLIAN 
WINDOWS and assistance, wnen appropriate by ANNE NORMAN, KITCHEN RANGE and 
GS7. 


If you have specific queries regarding this project, I will be only too 
nappy to take the question by phone and give the answer at the open meeting.

Large avnbers of trees nave been planted and staked around Bar Hill. 
Tree «takes are used to supnort young trees until such time as they 
produce surficient roots vo sunport themselves. This normally nappens 
within 3 jyears of planting. 

After this time many vrees are actually aamaged because the stakes and 
ties ere not removed early vrough. ‘Trees can become distorted or die 
Gue to the *ree ties not being adjusted, or by chaffing against the 
stake. So tiee stakes and tree ties are oest removed around 3 years - 
after plarcving. 


Do young tree. need to be weeded? : 


Trees plentec into gress lawns often show poor growth and survival. 
This is Que to the fact that grass competes very strongly for moisture. 
Tree grov.th ane sucvival can be greatly improved simply by maintaining 
@ crass free crex of atout a Square yard at ihe base of each tree.
